Seventy-five hundred people saw

first event, practically won his class 
on his urst ride. Oniy three others 
were able to make the finish flag in 
the first inning of the novice event, 
Bert Dauer made second best time 
in the first frame on a Harley-Dav- 
idson, 55 seconds, giving Roe the 
a big margin.

RUN RAILROADS. 


Only Way Americans Can Get 
Transportation. 


Companies Buy Equipment 
and Pay Freight, Too. 


Metal Industries Operate in 
Spite of Great Peril.

‘| protracted difficulties under which 


ft has labored during the last sev- 
eral years than that of mining, if 
permitted to do so This is the 
statement of prominent American 


mine owners, who are now in this 
country investigating the situation. 

It is stated that the thing that 
ia most needed to bring about a 
general resumption of mining and 
the treatment of ores in Mexico is 
that of a restoration of railroad 
transportation service. of this 
there is no early prospect, notwith- 
standing the promises of the gov- 
ernment authorities that the dif- 
ferent lines are to be rehabilitated 
and the necessary rolling stock 
added in the immbdiate future. Lit- 
tle hape is held out by men who are 
acquainted with the situation that 
thie will be done. 

Even what little freight traffic 
that is connected with the mining 
and smelting industry is now 
handled almost exclusively by the 
shippers themselves. They have 
been forced to buy or lease locomo- 
tives and cars, employ their own 
train crews and operate the trains 
at their own cost, at the ‘same 
time paying to the government or 
railroad owners the regular freight 
charges. It is a good proposition 
for the government, which still 
owns a controlling interest in the 
National Railways of Mexico, now 
called the Constitutionalist Rail- 
ways of Mexico, embracing more 
than 8000 miles of track. Of this 
trackage, perhaps one-half is out 
of commission. It is stated on re- 
liable authority that about 75 per 
cent of the freight traffic of Mexicv 
is now handled by trains that are 
owned or leased by shippers. 
MINE WORKERS COURAGEOUS. 

On a recent extended tour of 
mining districts and smelting cen- 
ters of Mexico, a party of high offi- 
clals of the American Smelting and 
Refining Company, headed by H. R. 
Wagner, of the directing board, and 
L. Baker, manager of the com- 
pany’s Mexico properties, it was 
noted by them that many foreign 
and native-owned mines are in op- 
eration and that dig quantities of 
ores are in stock in the different 
camps, awaiting transportation to 
the reduction mille and smelters. 
They were, impressed with the fact 
that even in the bandit-disturbed 
districta, Americans and others are 
braving possible dangers to them- 
selves by remaining at the mines 
and keeping them gaing. It is 
pointed out as characteristic of the 
Lrave and adventurous spirit of 
these Americans, both owners and 
employees, that they may be forced 
to abandon temporarily their prop- 
erties because of a bandit or revo- 
lutionary raid, but in practically 
every case they return to their 
work almost on the heels of the de- 
parting freebooters. In many in- 
stances, these intrepid foreigners 


„have remained with their proper- 


ties through scenes of carnage and 
loot that went on around them. 

Tt is stated that they have evi- 
denced this hardihood, this defiance 


ot bloody and unlawful acts in the 


face of the fact that they believed 
their own government cared nothing 
of what became of themselves or 
their properties. Under all of 
these most trying difficulties they 
have stood it out alone. 

There are many Americans of this 
stripe in Mexico. They are found 


| today, living an almost isolated ex- 


istence in the mining districts of 
the bandit-ridden States of Chihua- 
hua, Durango, San Luis Potosi and 
Zacatecas. They are asking no pro- 
tection from the United States gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Wagner and other American 
Smelting and Refining Company of- 
ficials are said to have visited al! of 
the company’s smelters in Mexico 
even including the ones near Chi- 
huahua and at Velardena, State of 
Durango. The company plans 
greatly to increase ite Operations in 
this countrv and as a further s0- 
‘ution of the transportation prob- 
lem it will add several freight 
trains to those it already has in 
operation. 

At Santa Rarbara the American 
Smelting and Retining Company 
has resumed the operation of -its 
Tecolates mines. It is building a 
great ore-conceritrating plant at 
the Veta Colorado mines. It has 
also purchased the famous Tafo sil- 
ver mines, in the Parral district, 
from James I. Long and Jose Maria 
Botello. 

IMPORT MUCH DYNAMITE. 

large importations of dynamite 
from the United States are beings 
made by mine owners for use in 
operating their respective proper- 
ties. In some of the districts the 
shortage of this explosive was be- 
coming acute. One of the rst 
things sought for by bandits and 
revolutionists when they raid a 
mining camp is dynamite and enor- 
mous quantities of the explosive 
have in times past found their way 
into the hands of these elements in 
this way.

How much silver, gold and cop- 
per bullion has fallen into the 
hands of freebooters of Mexico 
during the last several years will 
be probably never known.

According to current 
report, big stores of precious metals 
ure cached in the mountains and 
more remote districts, the bandits 
who stole the valuable property on- 
ly awaiting the time when they can 
dispose of it without incurring risk 
to themselves. It is not improbable 
that in the years to come legends 
and stories will be woven about 
this hidden wealth, the same as are 
now told of the buried silver and 
gold of the Spaniards in the days 


lof the conquest of Mexico. 


Stories are already in wide cir- 
culation of the vast stores of silver 
and gold bullion which Francisco 
Villa is alleged to have hidden in 
the mountains of Chihuahva and 
Derango. That Villa obtained from 
time to time large quantities of loot 


from different mines is unques- 
tioned. |

ꝑKOLCHAK LOSES 


STRONG ALLIES. 
Rumanian and Polish Armies 
Withdraw Support. 
Disaffection Cosel by His 
All Russian Policy. 


Lack of Support Causes Re- 
treat from Soviets. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH ] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.— The Ru- 
manians and Poles in Siberia have 
withdrawn from the fighting line 
against the Bolsheviki, and have 
refused to fight further for the Kol- 
chak government because of the at- 
titude of Kolchak toward the dis- 
position of the parts of what was 
formerly the Russian empire and 
are now incorporated in Poland and 
Rumania. 


Delegations of the Rumanian and 
Polish troops waited on Admiral 
Kolchak recently, it was learned 
from an official source today, and 
asked him what his sentiment was 
teward the disposition of Russian 
Poland and Bessarabia. 

Admiral Kolchak is reported to 
have replied that he intended first to 
re-establish the Russia of the old 
days territorially, and to call a con- 
stituent assembly which would take 
up the matter of the disposition of 
these territories. This, it is said, 
did not satisfy the soldiers, who 
pointed cut to him that that would 
mean that the people of al] Russia 
would pass on the question of Bes- 
sarabia and Russian Poland, and 
that the principle of self-determina- 
tion would not be observed. Upon 
amendment, Kolchak’s alleged re- 
fusal to reconsider his position, the 
soldiers are declared to have an- 
nounced that they would not longer 
fight against the Bolsheviki, and to 
have withdrawn all their troopa 
— the Ural front the following 


The Czecho-Slovaks had alrea 
refused to continue fighting for the 
Kolchak government, and it is de- 
clared that the withdrawal of the 
Poles and Rumanians had much to 
do with the necessity of the Kol- 
chak government evacuation of 
Omsk and retirement to Irkutsk. 

The soldiers of three nations are 
now engaged in guarding the rail- 
road in Siberia, but are being moved 
toward Viadivostok as rapidly as 
possible for repatriation. It is re- 
ported that they are having serious 
difficulty in obtaining food, clothing 
and medicines as the result of a re- 
fusal by the Kolchak government to 
aid them, assistance being given 
them to o great extent by the Ameri- 
can Red Cross. 


DRY LAW DECISION

The rights of a free press have been challenged by the radical labor

Blated with their easy victory in forcing this apology, in dictating the

“A BET OF RESOLUTIONS. 

“A committee of employees of the unionized mechanical depart- 
ments of the Post-Intelligencer on Wednesday presented to the man- 
agement of this newspaper a set of resolutions adopted by viva voce 
vote at a meeting held in the Post-Intelligencer composing room at 

10:80 o'clock Tuesday night. November 18. The committee asked for 
publication of the resolutions—a request with which the Post-Intelli- 
géencer willing complies. The resolutions follow: 
“As members of the several trades unions employed in the pro- 
duction of your newspaper, the Seattle Post-Inteltigenete, we make 
the following representations: 
“We have been patient under miarepresentation, faithful in the 
face of slander, long suffering under insult; we have upield our agree- 
ments and produced your paper, even though in so doing we were 
braiding the rope with which you propose to hang us; day after day 
we have put in type, stereotyped, printed and mailed calumny after 
calumny, lie after lie, insult after insult. 
“Little by little, as our patience seemed to be unbounded, your 
editorial and business policy has encroached upon and further and 
further overstepped the bounds, not only of fairness and truth, but 
detency and Americaniam itself. We have even meekly witnessed 
your unfair and reprehensible campaign of falsehood and ruin result 
in the suppression of the last medium of honest expression for our 
cause in Seattle, not only denying our brothers the means of ven- 
hood, but denying us a far greater boon—the American right of a free 


press. 

“So long as these things appeared to be a part of your unfair 
fight against organization—our organizations and others—we have 
been able to endure them in the hope that at last truth must prevail. 

“But there must be a limit to all things. 

“In the page advertisement in the Post-Intelligencer of November 
18, 1919, purporting to have been written and paid for by one Selvin, 
but which had as well have occupied the position in your paper usually 
‘taken up by your editorial page, your utter depravity as a newspaper, 
pour shametess disregard of the laws of the land, your hatred of oppo- 
sition, your reckless policy of appeal to the passions of citizenry, 
reached depths of malice and malignancy hitherto unbelievable. It is 

nothing less than excitation to violence, stark and naked invitation to

“Therefore, Be it 

“Resolved, By the whole committee of your organized employees in 
meeting assembled, that if your business management cannot demon- 

Strate its capacity and sagacity, if your editorial directing heads must 

remain blind to the thing they are bringing us to; if together you can- 
not see the abyss to which you are leading us— all of us; if you have 
no more love for our dommon country than is manifested in your et- 
forts to plunge it tnto anarchy, then as loyal American 
of us ex-service men who very clearly proved our faith in America and 
its institutions—we must, not because we are unionists but because we 
are Americans, find means to protect ourselves from the stigma of 
having aided and abetted your campaign of destruction.

The P.-I. is made to confess, under the compulsion of a threatened 
strike, a crime which, in reality, it had not committed. That part of 
the resolution referring to “the suppression of the last medium of hon- 
eet expression for our cause in Seattle, denying our brothers the Ameri- 
can right of a free deserves further elucidation. 

The reference is to the Seattle Union Record, a paper owned by the 
labor unions of Washington, which had just been suppressed by the Fed- 
ral government for publication of seditious articles and incitement to 
violence and rebellion. The radical unionists overshot the mark: for if 
such articies contained “an honest expression” of the cause of the labor 
unions of the State of Washington, they are making open confession of 
teaching sedition and advocating violent revolution. The Union Record 
was suppressed by the United States Department of Justice for alleged 
crimes against the government and the people of the United States. Yet 
it was the only mediunt “of honest expression for 
The radicals of the Typograp 
of greater depravity than the 1 public had suspected. 

Moral cowardice is the only defense offered by the publishers of the 
Post-Intelligencer. Their case is hopeless. Although Judas possessed a 
courage sufficient for self-destruction, even that was denied them. Better 
would it have been to have ceased publication entirely, scrapped the plant 
and accepted the-financial loss than to have been guilty of such ignominy.

This invasion of the rights of a free press in the case of the Post- 
Intelligencer is but an ineident of the general campaign on which the 
radicals of the Typographical and other labor unions have embarked. The 
club of labor-unionism is seeking to dominate the pen of independent 
journalism in many parts of the Northwest. Commen on the degra- 
dation of the Post-Intelligencer, the Oregon Voter, pub in Portland, 
supplies the information that: 

“The radicals among the Central Labor Council of Portland have 
made similar threats with reference to the dailies of Portlan 
either they must censor their editorials and news columns to suit what 
organized labor thinks should be published, or labor will walk out 
and make it impossible for dailies to publish at all. While we have 
no fear for Portland newspapers—neither their manhood nor their 
editorial integrity will be surrendered to intimidation either by cap- 
ital or labor—the shameful example set in Seattle is one with which 
the intelligent people of Oregon will desire to become . Up 
to the date this is written, no Portland daily has published a about 
the Seattle happenings.” 

The Times confesses that it is not surprised that the Typographical 
Union should have shown such utter disregard for the rights and interests 
of publishers. The Times discovered thirty years ago that there were 
members of that organization, in some plants in a majority, who would 
not hesitate to bite the hand that fed them, to sting the breast by which 
they were nourished. The Typographical Union asserts insolently that 
men have the right to do what they have the might to do, and to that 
policy it gives a strict adherence. About the right of men to or- 
gan ze and to form themselves into unions it has builded a of 
wrong and injustice. | 

When the labor unions publish a newspaper for the purpose of dm 
seminating their views on industrial questions, they are within their 
fights, so long as its utterances are not outside the law. The mails are 
open to them; they enjoy the same rights of a free press as any other pub- 
lishers. But when they set themselves up to cengor the news, editorials 
and advertisements of the papers on which they are employed, they are 
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seeking to enforce, not an individual right, but a monstrous wrong. Ne

The truth is that California has 
many deposits of quarts (sand) 
that are not up to the standards for 
use as high-grade glassware ma- 
terial, and it is also true that car- 
loads of molding sand are 

to the State from Nebraska 
elsewhere. 

By reference to Mineral Resources 
of the United States for 1916, non- 
metals, compiled by the greatest au- 
thorities of our country, it is shown 
that while some glass sand is pro- 
duced in California that the ton- 
nage of such sand marketed is “In- 
cluded in ‘concealed’ totals.” 

The samples you submit for an- 
alysis are of quartz obtained from 
(in part) altered pegmatite, and it 
ig somewhat clouded with traces of 
fron and manganese. The tale“ 
by you, is from rock on 
the order of that carrying the sand, 
and it is more of a Fu 8 earth 
than of talc. Follated tale of high- 
grade is likewise a rather scarce 
substance occurring in California. 
and the greater per cent. of high- 
grade talc is oLtained from ather lo- 
Calities. It would therefore appear 
that a practical way to arrive at the 
values of both the sand and the talc 
is to submit samples to those pur- 
chasing substances represented by 
the samples.

Like many varieties of magnesium 
silicates of Southern California the 
fample shows Liackish forms of 
(dendrites) manganese oxide, and 
resembling microscopic ferns, etc.
